The Chance Still Open 


In Edmonton and in Northern 
Alberta, the general canvass fo: Vic- 
tory Loan subscriptions has gone “over 
the top”. If the “special names” canvass 
—of large prospective buyers—turns 
out as well, the quotas will be reached 
or exceeded in both the city and the 
district. This gratifying result speaks 
for itself, as to the excellent organiza- 
tion in charge of the campaign, the 
hard work put into the drive by can- 
vassers and others, and the ready and 
generous response of the general 
public. 

The objectives, in these and all 
other parts of Canada, were of course 
the minimum amounts required to 
ensure that the needed $600,000,000 
would be obtained. The “quota” was 
the minimum, not the maximum, limit. 
The bonds are still on sale. The urgency 
to buy as a means of helping the war 
effort is as strong as ever. The ad- 
vantages to the individual in thus laying 
aside part of present earnings for 
future use are as real as ever. Some 
areas in the Dominion may not reach 
their quotas, and failures will have to 
be made up by heavy purchases else- 
where. However much money is turned 
in will all be needed, and will all go to 
meet the war costs. 

It is good business from the personal 
standpoint, and the part of practical 
patriotism, to ‘forget’ about the gen- 
eral canvass having reached its mark 
and go right on buying as many bonds 
as possible. 


Reply By Bombs 


The peace-feelers circulated by ap- 
peasers, isolationists and pro-Nazis in 
the United States drew a double re- 
Sponse on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic. One was the pact by which the 
nations of the British Commonwealth 
and the Governments of the over-run 
countries pledged themselves to fight 
until Hitlerism is destroyed root and 
branch. The other, and most convinc- 
ing to the enemy, was the smashing at- 
tack launched by the R. A. F. bombers 
on the Ruhr. 

Whatever Berlin may think or say 
about the pact, it cannot doubt, ignore, 
nor explain away this devastating on- 
Slaught upon the heart of its military 
organism. Destruction of the mining 
and industrial activity in that limited 
area would do more than any one other 
possible blow to paralyze the Fuehrer'’s 
whole military mechanism. This at- 
tack was the heaviest yet made on any 
enemy area; and it landed on the spot 
where the most damage can be done 

Timely as was, there is no 
reason to suppose this record-break- 
ing attack was intended particular, 
as a reply to the round-about proposals 
for a negotiated peace. On the con- 
trary, it follows reports that heavy 
bombers from the United States have 
been reaching Britain in + growing 
numbers. They are getting into action 
What happened in the Rhur may be 
taken as marking the stepping-up of 
air offensives against Germany 
is thus being made possible. That dis- 
trict and others vital the enemy's 
supply of war machinery are due for 
still heavier poundings. 
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The Robin Moor 


The United States steamship Robin 
Moor was sunk by a German submarine 
on May 21st. The passengers and crew 
were given a half hour to get clear of 
the ship in the life-boats. This informa- 
tion has been given out by the State 
department at Washington, as for- 
warded from its representative at Pern- 
ambuco, who interviewed eleven of the 
ship's company brought to that port by 
the Brizalian steamer Osario 

The Robin Moor was en route from 
New York to Cape Town. Thirty-five 
of the passengers and crew are missing 
and believed lost. The survivors brought 
to Pernambuco had drifted about for 
days in an open boat before being picked 
up by the Brazilian vessel. 

This is the first United States ship 
known to have been deliberately de- 
stroyed by an Axis raider. The sinking 
is in keeping with declarations at Ber- 
lin and Rome that such vessels will be 
sunk if supposed to be carrying muni- 
tions. It is a direct challenge to the 
United States, whose right to freedom 
of the seas was reasserted by President 
Roosevelt in a recent broadcast state- 
ment of national policy. 

What will follow Washington may 
not decide until the full official report 
of the consul at Parnambuco has been 
received and studied, and until Berlin's 
account of the proceedings has been 
presented. The offence is much more 
than another violation of neutral rights 
at sea. It is a calculated insult to the 
United States. For which insult some- 
thing more must have been in mind 
than preventing a ship-load of contra- 
band if the Robin Moor carried 
contraband—~ reaching Cape Town,

; will win. After all, the whole world is being 
|conquered by this technique, and it is very 
;@asy indeed to employ it against a few 
thousand men, with the cells right in their 
| midst, 
| To try to get at this by the usual detec- 
tive methods is perfectly futile. 
methods end by having to call in armed 
guards. 

What is needed is a code of fair prac- 
tices for unions, rigorously enforced by the

Robin Moor Sinking—Says 
U. S. Unprepared

All United States is agog today with spec- 
| ulation over the turn the Robin Moor sinking 
might take. 

The period of suspended judgment on this 
affair requested by the White House has ex- 
pired with the release of well authenticated 
| details of the torpedoing of the vessel by a 
German submarine. The first reaction of 
| many n@wspapers and pub- 
lic men has been to demand 
immediate naval protection 
for United States merchant-

this ship 700 miles from 
land and the loss of 35 
Americans has not created 
the hysteria brought about 
by similiar German acts of 
piracy in 1915 and 1916. 
There is less public clamor. 
. But there is more serious 
Harold L. Welr thinking and a_ sterner 
demand for protective measures. 
Brutal Act 

The official report on the outrage made 
it clear that the German submarine com- 
mander was fully aware the Robin Moor 
was of United States registry and carried 
no munitions. 

It was also obvious that, apart from the 
usual considerations of international law 
involved in the sinking of a neutral ship on 
the high seas, the German commander 
specifically violated the 1936 naval treaty by 
leaving the ship's passengers and crew adrift 
in lifeboats in mid-ocean with little prospect 
of reaching a place of safety. 

Thus, this sea raider not only committed 
an act of war and violated international law, 
but perpetrated a gross act of cold and cal- 
culated brutality. 

The New York Times recalled that it was 
Germany's defiance of international mari- 
time law that caused the. entrance of the 
United States into Word War I. It declared: 

“Hitler has fired his first shot against the 
United States. Its echoes will reverberate.

Americans recalled another fact. It was

a German marauder appeared, not only as 
an act of piracy, but as a deliberate defiance 
of the United States and a contemptuous 
slap in the face of the American President. 


| Isolationists Whine 

But while the American press and public 
was declaring that this violent affront pro- 
vided every moral and legal justification for 
whatever belligerent action American 


|themselves, the isolationists swung into 
| action with a concerted whine of apprehen- 
| sion. 

Senator Burton Wheeler issued a state- 
ment from Washington: 

“I hope this is not one of those incidents 
that the interventionists have been saying 
the President is looking for to get us into 
the war. 

“This country is not prepared for 
|nor do the people want to get into it.” 

Once upon a time, when Lord Bryce 
wrote his great book on the American sys- 
tem of government, the United States 
Senate was considered the most capable 
deliberative body on the face of the earth 

If Lord Bryce liad had the misfortune 
to encounter such childish, primitive minds 
as that of Burton Wheeler, his estimate of 
the Senate would have had to be revised. 

The presence of one such puerile thinker 
in any deliberative body pulls down its 
standard of intelligence and efficiency much 
more than ten intellectua] giants can lift 
it up. 

Does Senator Wheeler not know enough 
of the Nazis by this time to be aware that 
this outrage was no accident but a disdain- 
ful insult to his country? 

Does he not know, in the face of all 
experience, that if Hitler gets away with this 
affront he will increase his humiliating 
aggressions until no American vessel may 
Sail safely on the seas? 


Old Nazi Tactics 


Washington is sending a firm protest to 
| Berlin. It is possible that the President may 
take other action.

THEY WENT ON TOGETHER. 
Robert Nathan, Knopf. 


In this, his most recent novel, Robert 
Nathan has struck a new note. The whim- 
sical flavor which has so strongly marked his 
earlier tales is now pushed aside for a real- 
ism that suggests his concern with the main 
current of world affairs and their effects on 
civilization, 

But Mr. Nathan’s realism, as you might 
expect, is not the harsh, uncompromising 
kind commonly dealt in by many of his con- 
temporaries; he finds that cruelty and 
bitterness overshadow the world today, but 
he believes apparently that faith and hope 
must still be recognized as dominant forces 
of mankind. 

“They Went on Together” tells of one 
family's flight before the invaders in a 
present-day war. No country is named, no 
specific battleground is pictured, but the 
characters who figure in the incidents speak 
a language well colored with Americanisms. 

The mother, the son Paul just approach- 
ing the line of manhood, his. four-year-old 
sister, Marie Rose, and the girl Sylvie who 
attaches herself to the menage when she has 
lost her family, are the only characters in 
the narrative. As soon as the enemy's 
cannon begin to roar beyond the hills near 
their home, they hurriedly pack up and take 
to the highway which, they find, has been, 
as if by magic, already filled with thousands 
of their kind. The speed of events and the 
sense of fear propelled by them cover the 
little group with confusion. The mother be- 
comes suddenly impractical and fails to take 
the needed things for their comfort; Paul 
stuffs a collection into his pockets which 
could be of no use to them in the emergency, 
but which are nonetheless his cherished pos- 
sessions; Marie Rose holds on to her doll 
and remains unflustered. 

Their journey is a series of quickly shift- 
|ing scenes of tragedy. Only obscure units 
jin the long refugee procession, the mother 
land her brood are yet representative of its 
|plight. They are forced to move on and 
lon, hungry, tired, desolate, at times the 
|targets of deliberately aimed enemy bullets. 
No sooner do they approach a haven than 
| they discover that the enemy has been there 
| before them. 

In implication and in fact the tale repre- 
sents a number of things. It paints an 
imaginative but lifelike picture of any coun- 
|try in the grip of a modern war; it attempts 
|to reveal the working of the mind of the 
| child suddenly faced with the loss of a 
| rational way of life and thrown into a hate- 
filled whirlpool of which he has had no part 
lin the making. And it reflects, too, the 
| author's attitude which as we see it, is not 
lone of despair despite the concept his theme 
jis based on. 
| Mr. Nathan’s creative genius shines out 
very clearly from this new work, As a 
novel it is closer to earth than any of his 
| we have read. But its beauty is unmistak- 
lable, and its theme timely and convincing.

Wait ’till you hear! You'll never belieye it... in fact 
I can hardly believe it myself ... but the most exciting 
truth is that, come next month, I'm off to the Land of 
the Midnight Sun!

And with more to it 
than just that, then I go over a port- 
age just like in the old days of adven- 
ture And discovery but by auto to 
Fort Smith, and then I shall be one 
¢ of the enthusiastic passengers aboard 
another stern-wheeler . . . this time the 

famous “Distributor,” which will carry me across Great 
Slave Lake and down the waters of the historic and 
majestic Lower Mackenzie river, right to the Arctic Ocean! 

The trip is the famous “Down North” one, which has 
caught and held the imagination of so many people all 
over the continent. Just reading a travel folder... all 
fuli of the exciting things awaiting me... and presented 
to me by the Mackenzie River Transport, a subsidiary 
company of the Hudson’s Bay, who arrange the trips... 
I can see and see and see... why those who have been 
“down north” have raved about the trip. 

Oh, Margaret, I wish you could come... can't you 
just imagine seeing places like Arctic Red River, Fort
